LIQUOR  LAW  CUnCt 

Some  oi  the  Prutubitiou  Party  * 
•tricturet  on  liquor  •d«iiia»intion  iA 
tf'is  I'rMvirur  are  couched  in  the  lan- 
guage uf  hyperbole,  Wc  caa  har41y 
believt  that  th«  majoritr  ctcaMSt  Hi 
that  party  honestly  bclicvtt  thtt 
conditions  arc  at  black  as  they  are 
fMiUitcd  hy  SOBM  of  their  adherents. 
One  speaker  before  the  B.  C.  Prohi- 
Mtion  Association  Convention  at 
Vancottvtr  said  that  Brititk  Colunbia 
Imi  become  "a  mecca,  but  for  all  the 
thirsty  riff-raff  of  society."  and  that 
the  Act  is  "making  the  name  of  Cana- 
da a  by-word  and  a  thing  of  con- 
tempt to  every  decent  American." 
These  statements  aie  untrue  and  in- 
capable of  proof.  It  is  equally  in- 
correct to  say  that  the  present  Attor- 
ilcy-Ceflfral  is  the  "man  most  dis- 
gusted with  the  Act."  H  the  bttcr 
were  the  case  it  would  be  the  duty 
of  Mr.  A.  M  Manson  to  bring  in 
drastic  amendments  to  the  I,iquor 
Control  \(  t,  tmt  wc  are  informed 
that  the  amendments  proposed  are  of 
a  minor  character. 

The  critlcUm  of  t  few  Prohibition 
speakers  on  this  subject  of  Liquor 
oontroi  is  unfair  (o  the  reputation 
a£  British  CVIutni'irt.  ■•nf^ir  !  >  t!ie 
law  officers  of  the  Province  and  im- 
fsir  to  the  Prohibition  Party  as  a 
whole,  which  must  know  that  the 
iMCBBge  of  wilful  exaggeration  ran 
lead  nowhere.  On  the  whole  there 
are  viMlatiuiis  of  the  Liquor  Con- 
trol Act  in  thin  Province  than  there 
were  of  the  Prohitntinn  legislation 
when  it  wan  in  force.  There  is  les» 
"h""tleKgin^"  today,  atui,  within  rr 
cent  months,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Manson,  there  has  been  a  dis 
tinct  improvement  in  the  methods  of 
law  administration  so  far  as  the 
Liquor  Act  ie  concerned.

the  methods  of  liquor  control  that 
are  bclnff  pursued.    For  any  critics 

to  s.iy  lh<-  leKi^Iatii^n  is  a  fraud  is. 
tu  all  intents  and  purposes,  to  say 
that  the  people,  by  plebiscite,  peff>«t* 
rated  a  fraud  on  themselves.  Liquol 
control  is  an  interpretation  of  the 
people's  will.  The  Lefi'lature  wai 
the  interpreter  and  the  opinion  of 
that  body  is  the  leg^liniatc  one  iu  the 
circumstances.  Irresponsible  critic- 
ism of  liquor  contnd  will  not  tend 
to  weaken  the  popular  belief  in  the 
law.  Prohibitionists  as  a  whole  are 
not  in  any  sense  to  blame  for  the 
utterances  of  members  of  their  exe- 
cutive and  the  latter  arc  doing  their 
party  a  disserviic  hy  not  adhering  to, 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  truth.

It  is  becoming  increasingly  certain 
that  one  of  the  dominant  local,  is- 
sues in  the  election  campaign  in 
Britain  thtt  wtlt  terminate  on  No- 
vember 15  wiil  '..!•  'lie  ((uestion  of  re- 
trenchment. British  investors  have 
become  alarmed  over  governmental 
expenditures  during  recent  years. 
With  nearly  17,000.000  investors  in 
Government  securities  the  attitude  of 
the  electors  will  undoubtedly  be 
favorable  to  the  party  that  will  pledge 
itself  to  the  cartying  out  of  the 
Geddes  report  on  economies,  a  re- 
port which  was  only  dealt  with  in  a 
very  partial  wsy^y  the  late  Coalition 
Government.  Csndidntes  who  ran  on 
an  .\nti  \N  *^te  policy  in  by-elections 
of  recent  date  have  been  successful 
in  aeeurisig  very  subsUntial  support. 

\fr  rtonar  Law  lias  come  out  de- 
cidedly in  favor  of  economies  in  ad- 
mhsietrathMs.  a  policy  which  will 
make  an  in^t.int  appeal  to  the  large 
investing  class  in  Britain. 

One  of  the  ha«dk«pe  attending  the 
Labor  Party  ia  appeal  for  poli 
ttcal  power  is  the  record  of  that 
party  wherever  it  has  secured  the 
right  to  levy  taxes.  In  1919  the 
Labor  Party  won  a  number  of  suc- 
cesses in  the  London  Council  County 
electiona,  and  imtuediately  afterwards 
there  was  a  wholesale  increase  in  the 
rates.
